IS DISCRIMINATION DEAD? 


CNN 

A study that examines three years of opin- 
ion survey data says that black and white 
Americans still are miles apart regarding their 
perceptions of equality or inequality among 
blacks and whites. It identifies racial bias 
among whites as a potential reason for that 
difference in perception. 

“Post-Racial? Americans and Race in the 
Age of Obama,” released Monday by the non- 
profit Greenlining Institute, found a Link be- 


tween white survey respondents’ perception of 
blacks and whether they believed discrimini- 
tion to be a major problem in today’s society 
When asked how much discrimination cur- 
rently exists in America, 56 percent of black 
respondents said there was “a lot.” Among La- 
tinos, 27 percent gave that answer. About the 
same amount— 26 percent— of respondents 
who reported their race as “other” said that. 
But only 16 percent of white respondents said 
they thought “a lot” of discrimination existed 


in today’s America. The majority of white 
respondents said there either was “some” 
(44.4 percent) or “a little” (about 40 percent) 
discrimination. 

The Greenlining Institute study analyzed 
data from the American National Election 
Panel Survey (ANES) conducted by the Uni- 
versity of Michigan and Stanford University, 
as well as census data. The ANES researchers 
spoke with a representative sample of about 
1,800 Americans on 12 occasions between 


January 2008 and July 2010* Grcenlining is 
a nonprofit policy and leadership institute 
whose stated goal is to work for economic and 
racial equality 

“Americans are diversifying and if we 
want to keep ahead and keep America going 
forward, we have to acknowledge these dis- 
parities. If we don’t, it makes it hard to tackle 
them,” said Daniel Byrd, the Greenlining In- 
stitute’s research director and the sttid/s pri- 
mary author.

dent's locker, homosexuality disabilities, teen 
pregnancy bullying— all set to a soundtrack 
of Journey songs. And that was just the pilot! 

Tfyou were like me, you downloaded the 
episode and watched it a dozen times over 
the summer in anticipation of its fall debut. 
During the first season, the show definitely 
lived up to the hype by delivering cutting- 
edge storylines, adult themes, great musical 
numbers and just a lot of fun. 

Then something started to shift. “Glee” 
went from a totally unique water-cooler- 
talk show of “Did you see what Kurt was 
wearing?” “That cover of a Katy Perry song 
was awesome!” and “Jane Lynch’s Sue is a 
total character!” to a less-than-stellar victim 
of its own success. “Ugh, did you see what 
Kurt was wearing?” “Egads! Another cover 
of a Katy Perry song?” and “Sue Sylvester has 
become a complete caricature.” 

I know it’s trendy right now to bag on 
“Glee,” but the numbers don’t He. Viewership 
is down 23 percent this season from 2010, ac- 
cording to Nielsen. And those of us who are 


complaining now do it because we want our 
olds sexy funny gay friend back. 

Why did so many people stop watching? 
ITie show became too aware of its own suc- 
cess and started to fovor style over substance. 
Now it suffers from “Will Grace” syn- 
drome, sacrificing good storytelUng for big 
guest stars. (Chewbacca on ^luesday night’s 
Christmas episode? Really, “Glee’?) Not that 
“Glee” ever did anything subtly but it used to 
do it with heart. 

Regardless of how nonsensical a storyHne 
might have been, “Glee” always did a great 
job with the song performances. But this sea- 
son’s songs have mostly been unmemorable 
(way too much Broadway—and this coming 
from a guy who loves showtuncs). In fact, 
barely any Season 3 songs have been in the 
iTuoes Top 10, 

Now it seems almost every character is act- 
ing out-of-character: Rachel getting herself 
suspended. Kurt, Blaine and Ifouty Mouth 
transferring in and out of schook only out of 
convenience for the scripts. Sue is stuck in a 
repetitive loop. Brittany S. Pierce has gone 
from lovable dimwit to complete idiot. And 
Quinn is just all over the map. Plus, the show 
struck gold with The Warblers, and they’ve 
all but disbanded. 

Granted, there still are things that work, 
and for every ridiculous Quinn/S he Iby/I^uck 
triangle there is a heartbreaking Santana- 
coming-out storyline. 

I could go on and on about how the show 
has fallen from grace, but the truth is it’s 
still a lot more entertaining and edgy than 
most shows— it’s just been downgraded from 
“watch it live” Tuesday to “watch it when I 
get around to it”— which usually is no later 
thanVCfednesday

Totter* bird invasion 


Snowy owls descending on Chicago in search of one thing: food

Snowy owls are arriving in the Chicago area in 
far greater numbers than usual this winter, but 
the dramatic presence of a bird made famous 
in the “Harry Potter” movies has nothing to do 
with magic and everything to do with finding a 
good meal. 

“The owls are here for only one reason: food,” 
said Paul Kerlinger, a New Jersey-based expert 
who has studied the species throughout the 
country 

Along the shores of Lake Michigan where the 
birds seem to be showing up almost daily, that 
means an abundance of tasty ducks, large flocks 
of roosting gulls and in Chicago itself, rats— 
plenty of rats. 


WHAT ARE THEY EATING? 

The owls depend mostly on lemmings and 
voles-small rodents-to feed themselves 
and their young in the Arctic. In winter, when 
there’s a lot of snow, the owls can’t get to 
the lemmings. So they must fly to find food 
elsewhere. 


?The snowy owl breeds in Arctic regions, 
raising yoimg in the remote tundra wilderness. 
The species, however, is staging an invasion in a 
broad swath across the northern United States, 
from Washington to Illinois to Maine, experts 
say. 

One was even found as far south as Honolulu, 


the first time it’s been seen in I lawaii. 

“In most years, there are maybe only one or 
two snowy owls seen all winter from October 
through Alarch in Illinois,” said Matthew Cve- 
tas, a longtime birder from Evanston. 

By the end of last month, owls had been spot- 
ted at Montrose Point and Promontory Point 
in Chicago, in Winthrop Harbor and in Wauke- 
gan. 

More are expected, with the prospects so 
promising, and the invasion could rival or ex- 
ceed the last great documented arrival that 
occurred between November 1996 and the fol- 
lowing Alarch, when 73 of these visitors from 
the far north were reported in the state, records

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Blago recommended 
for low-security prison

A federal judge on Tuesday agreed to recom- 
mend that Rod Blagojevich serve his 14-year 
prison sentence at a low-security federal pris- 
on in Littleton, Colo. 

U.S. District Judge James Zagel also agreed 
to extend the former governor’s surrender 
date to March 15 unless he is able to sell his 
Ravenswood Manor residence before then. 
Last week, the judge had ordered Blagojevich 
to report to prison Feb. 16. Blagojevich was 
convicted last week on federal corruption 
charges, including that he tried to sell or trade 
for the U.S. Senate seat vacated by then-Presi- 
dent-elect Obama. 

Although Blagojevich would rather have 
been sent to a minimum-security prison 
camp, the U.S. Bureau of Prisons usually will 
not consider that option for defendants sen- 
tenced to 10 or more years in prison, said 
Blagojevich’s attorney, Sheldon Sorosky 

“It’s kind of like applying to school,” So- 
rosky said of deciding to request a low-securi- 
ty facility instead of a camp. “If the kid who’s 
got all C’s asks to go to Harvard, he’s probably 
not going to get in.” 

Prison camps are the lowest security in the 
federal prison system and generally feature 
unsecured perimeters and dormitory-style 
living. The nearest prison camp to Chicago is 
in Oxford, Wis. 

Low-security facilities, meanwhile, have 
secured perimeters, but instead of prison 
cells, they usually have dormitory living facili- 
ties, according to the Bureau of Prisons. The 
low-security facility in Littleton— officially 
known as the Federal Correctional Institu- 
tion Englewood— is located 15 miles south- 
west of Denver, according to the Bureau of 
Prisons website. 

The U.S. Bureau of Prisons will make any 
final decision on where Blagojevich will be 
incarcerated.

Sandusky vows to fight 
child sex abuse charges 

D Former Penn State assis- 
tant football coach Jerry 
Sandusky waived his right to a 
preliminary hearing Tuesday, 
setting the stage for a trial on 50 
counts of child sexual abuse. 

The announcement came mo- 
ments after the former Nittany 
Lions coach entered a courtroom 
filled with onlookers and journal- 
ists. Sandusky, 67, was accompa- 
nied by two attorneys, 20 support- 
ers and his wife, Dottie. 

As he left the courtroom, 
Sandusky said he “would stay the 
course, to fight for four quarters 
and await the opportunity to pres- 
ent our side.” 

‘Muslim’ ads sold out, 
thanks to Simmons 

D Ad time for Sunday’s “All- 
American Muslim” episode 
apparently is sold out, despite 
Lowe’s decision to pull its com- 
mercials from the TLC reality se- 
ries, a network spokeswoman said. 
Hip-hop mogul Russell Simmons 
said he would buy up any unsold 
commercial time on the show to 
promote his prepaid Visa “Rush 
Card.” 

5 killed in grenade, 
gun attack in Belgium 

D a grenade and gun attack 
in Liege, Belgium, left five 
people dead, including the at- 
tacker, and 119 wounded Tuesday, 
authorities said. Some 52 people 
were treated for injuries by med- 
ics at a field hospital set up near 
the scene, the prosecutor said, 
while others went to hospitals in 
the area.

D WASHINGTON U.S. safety investigators 
called Tuesday for a nationwide ban on 
texting and cellphone use while driving, a pro- 
hibition that would include certain applica- 
tions of hands-free technology becoming more 
common in new cars. 

The National Transportation Safety Board 
recommendation covers portable devices only 
but still goes beyond measures proposed or 
imposed to date by regulators and states, most 
of which already ban texting while behind the 
wheel. 

“When it comes to using electronic devices, 
it may seem like it’s a quick call or a quick text 


or a tweet, but accidents happen in the blink of 
an eye,” NTSB Chairwoman Deborah Hers- 
man said. “No emails, no texts, no calls. It’s 
worth a human life.” 

More than 3,000 people were killed in dis- 
tracted driving crashes in the U.S. in 2010, 
according to Transportation Department fig- 
ures. 

Most motorists participating in a Transpor- 
tation Department survey released last week 
acknowledged few situations in which they 
would not use a cellphone or text while behind 
the wheel— although they supported measures 
to curb the practice.

The Artist* piles up noms

“The Artist” and “Hugo” led nominations for 
Hollywood’s Critics’ Choice Awards on Tues- 
day in a key week that will firm up the field of 
likely Oscar contenders. 

The silent film and the animated movie— 
both love letters to the early days of the movie 
industry— notched ii nominations, including 
best film and for their directors Michel Ha- 
zanavicius (“The Artist”) and Martin Scorsese

Poinscttias arc the one holiday item that most often gets a bad rap for 
being dangerous to pets. How’s this for a helping of holiday irony: Al- 
though the plant’s sap can irritate the mouth of a dog or cat (and should 
be kept out of their reach), these plants are less dangerous than many 
holiday staples, say the veterinarians at the VRCC Veterinary S]>ecialty & 
Emergency Hospital in Colorado. 


■ Mistletoe, especially the berries, are extremely 
toxic to pets; the most severe cases can cause low 
blood pressure, stumbling and even seizures 
Likewise, the website of the American Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals (aspea. 
org) notes that holly and many lilies can be added 
to the list of bad-for-pets plants. Here are more 
items from the ASPCA and VRCC that can pose 
a serious holiday hazard for your four-legged 
friends-not to mention a costly vet's bill. 

» Liquid potpourri: The spicy smell can create a 
wonderful scent, but pets exposed to the liquid 
form can experience irritation and corrosion of the 
eyes, mouth, throat and esophagus 


•Christmas tree food/preserva- 
tives: If you have a live tree, the 
VRCC says that sugar-based tree 
preservatives or plant food in the 
tree stand can harbor dangerous 
bacteria; a thirsty dog or cat may 
decide to use the tree stand as 
a drinking bowl. Stick with fresh 
water, and change it frequently; 
stagnant tree water can have bac- 
teria too. 

» Batteries Theyte a year-round 
danger but ifs common to have 
more of them around, either 
for toys or holiday equipment. 
Chewing or swallowing batteries 
is extremely toxic for pets. Acid 
burns from chewing and causing 
a leak in the battery are common, 
as are cots from the metal casing. 
Smaller batteries also can be swal- 
lowed. which can lead to internal 
burns and removal surgery. 


■Tinsel, glass ornaments, spray-on snow/flocking, foil, plastic wrap/shrink-wrap, plastic 
foam peanuts and ribbon all can be life-threatening if consumed by your pet Whether 
lodged in the esophagus, stomach or intestines, these items can cause a variety of 
symptoms and may land a pet in the operating room.

NBC’s “30 Rock” lost some flight attendant fans after Alec 
Baldwin was kicked off an American Airlines flight when he 
refused to turn off his phone. 

The Association of Professional Flight Attendants re- 
quested Tuesday that the airline remove the show from all 
flights after last week’s incident at Los Angeles Internation- 
al Airport. 

Baldwin was booted off the flight because he refused to 
turn off his cellphone after the plane’s doors were closed 
for departure, the airline said. 

The actor apparently was play- 
ing “Words With Friends” on his 
smartphone. 


“We fully support the flight attendants and the way they 
handled the situation,” spokesman Jeff Pharr said. “The 
crew responded as they have been thoroughly trained to 
do so by the FAA as safety professionals onboard the air- 
craft.” 

Pharr added that the union would retract its petition if 
Baldwin issued an apology to the attendants. 

“30 Rock,” meanwhile, continues to air on some Ameri- 
can Airline flights in accordance with its standard program- 
ming procedures, airline spokesman Tim Smith said. 

The actor mocked American Airlines over the weekend 
during a cameo appearance on “Saturday Night Live,” is- 
suing an apology to himself while dressed as airline “Capt. 
Steve Rogers.”
